Although it may be necessary far the’ Govern- 
mMent{o raise revenue which may not always 
harinonize with popular [eelings, the idea will 
be toraise it from merchants with ability to 
contribute to the public exchequer. The Gov. 
‘vernment will have no idea of “squeeze.” It 
aill be nur abject to place metchants’ in a 
position of prosperity who shall, in a sente, 
Share their profiis with the Government. To 
do ‘this merchanis mast foster a spixit of in 
dustrial enterprise and to ptomote railway 
schemes which shall receive ‘the adequate 
support of-Goverament,

other place to go to, The manager, having 
pity. on'the man, consented, and the prisoner 
with his friend remained in the shop until clos- 
ing time. What happened after that is pure 
conjecture, but it is believed that at about 
ten minutes fo two o'clock on Sunday morning, 
when the nanager and his only fos were 
asleep, the prisoner and his friend got te’ work, 
With the aid of a buge bttcher’s knife, which 
they secured from a collection of others in the 
shop, they chopped the, manager's head off, 

The head was hanging by a thin piece of 
flesh whe the police fouod the body. 

They then turned theirattention to the other 
man, They approached him silently, and just 
as they. were about to bring down their knife 
on the sleeping: man’s neck, he moved, wand 
was hacked on the leit side of the face.
